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ALLIES' PROPOSAL REJECTED BY GREECE 


Forty-two Persons 
Lost Their Lives 
In Railway Smash 


Four Canadians Among Victims When Train_ Struck 
Gars of Another at Intersection at Porter, Indiana, 
Fifty Miles From Chicago. 


Porter, IiiTlianu. Keh, 28.—Forty-two persons were killeil la.st 
night when tlie t'anudian and Interstate Limited trains on the 
J'ichigan t'entral and the .Vew York Central lines respectively, 
crashed at a crossing here. Four of the victims were Canadians. 
It was a diamond-shaped crossing, permitting the New York Cen¬ 
tral train, which struck as the other sprawled, derailed, across the 
intersection, to rake two Michigan Central ears instead of cutting 
them at right angles. 

All those killed were in the two Michigan Central coaches, 
V hich carried few through passengers. Cpwards of fifty persons 
hound for Quebec, .Montreal and Torohto were aboard the east- 
bonnd Canadian train. Their cars were not so much damaged. 


The New York Comral train waa 
bound for Chicago. 

The morgue at t.’heaterton to-day 
contained thirty*8lx bodies, some of 
tliem only fragmentary: four were 
Httll under the wreckage fifteen hours 
after the accident and two were at 
a hospital in Michigan City. Only 
eighteen had been positively identi¬ 
fied by relatives or friends. 

Canadians Idantified. 


Forier, Ind.. Feb. 28.—Canadians 
were among the victims of the wreck 
of the New York Central and Michi¬ 
gan Central passenger trains which 
occurred here last night, killing more 
tlian forty people, ('anadians iden¬ 
tified up lu 8 o'clock this morning 
Were:

The trains crushed at a diamond 
crossing here. The forward coaches 
of the New York Central train, 
which was westbound, lay on the two 
splintered coaches of the Michigan 
Central train through which U had 
ploughed while traveling nearly 
fifty miles an hour. The darkness 
and the* tangled mass of wreckage i 
made rescue work slow. I 

Block Set. ' 

A statement bv Towerman J. R. 
Cook, on duty at the crossing, de¬ 
clared the block two miles away waa 
set against the Michigan Central train 
while the track was left clear for the 
New York Central. Railroad officials 
at the. scene of the wreck said En¬ 
gineer W. P. Long, of Jackson. Mich., 
who escaped unhurt, declared he had 
received a clear signal, and had 
checked It with his fireman. He left 
early to-day for his home. 

When the Michigan (Central train 
stfuck the derail. 600 feet from tlia 
crossing, ft was the first indication he 
had of the impending crash. Long is 
said to have stated. From that point 
the eight coaches of the Michigan 
Central train bumped along the ties, 
coming to A standstill w*lth the third 
and fourth oosche.s at the inter-aec- 
tlon of the tracks, and an Instant later 
the New York Central train burst 
through. Ail except the baggage and 
mnlkoara of the New York Cejitral 
train remained upright, although bits 
of the wooden coaches of the Michigan 
Central train were scattered for fifty 
yards. 

Climbed Down.

Passengers in the four coaches of 
the Michigan Central train bfJiind the 
death oars were not hurt except for 
the fOhake-up. and all the passengers 
on the New York Central escaped, 
climbing down from their cars 
through the wreckage. 

Almost all the dead taken to the 
little morgue at Chesterton, across the 
tracks from Porter, received iheJr 
fatal wounds In the head. 8omc were 
decapitated, accounting for the fail¬ 
ure to identify nine of the twenty- 
five bodies which had been taken 
there up to 6 o’clock. The first group 
of those seriously Injured were rush¬ 
ed in an ambulance to Michigan City. 
Ind.. and two of them died on the way. 
Hospitals and private houses at 
Michigan City and Gary received the 
Injured. 

Not Found. 


Records of the Michigan Central 
train disciosed a large number of 
railroad employees, traveling on 
passes, scheduled to go on the wreck¬ 
ed train, but they could not be located 
in the Chesterton Morgue.

JAPANESE WOMEN 
ALLOWED TO ATTEND 
POLITICAL MEETINGS 


l..ondon. Feb. 28.—The rights of 
women in Japan were advanced altep 
on Saturday when the House of Rep¬ 
resentatives adopted a bill giving the 
women the right to attend political 
meetings. The measure annulled a 
law which prohibited women from 
Joining political associations or being 
present at political gatherings. It has 
been commented upon as an Import¬ 
ant advance toward the emancipation 
of Japanese womanhood.

Britishers Exchanging Views 
About Canadian Cattle 


Ixnidon. Feb. 28.—fCanadian As- 
soidated Press >—The British embargo 
on Canadian llAe cattle is becoming 
a stibject of healed controversy and 
the news that Hon. Manning Doherty. 
Minister of Agriculture of Ontario, 
^frill ••ome over to support the efforts 
being made to secure its removal has 
been received with considerable in¬ 
terest by both sides. The Uriliah 
farmers in all parts are held to be 
strongly opposed to any change, and 
the wrii>erH on farming are giving 
much attention to the question. 

To-day a correspondent of The 
Morning Post, in a long article, di.s- 
cusses the probable effects of the 
withdrawal of the embargo and con¬ 
cludes that the claim that there would 
be a financial benefit to the farmers 
and consumers of this country is 
much exaggerated. 

By-Election. 

The by-election campaign In which 
8ir Arthur Uoscawen, Minister of 
Agriculture, is engaged in Dudley has 
been the occasion of a vigorous agi¬ 
tation by the champions of both sides 
and It is probable that this w*fll have 
considerable Influence on the result. 
Ix>rd Heaverbrook, whose paper, The 
Daily Express, condemns Hir Arthur 
for not promising removal of the em¬ 
bargo. is being criticized for his atti¬ 
tude toward the I'nionlst in th^ con¬ 
test. Deaverbrook replies thA 8ir 
Arthur's view is not that of some of 
his Ministerial colleagues, and adds 
that, in any case, it is too great a 
trial of his Unionist faith to see the 
party committed to a policy of break¬ 
ing a war pledge given to Canada 
and of obliging the British consumer 
to pay sixpence too much for fresh 
meat.

No Diseussion. 


NAithout discussion the I'nlim re¬ 
ferred to the individual municipah- 
lies a resolution from Duni’an pro¬ 
testing (igbinst the insertion of a 
“beer clause*' in the Government 
Liquor Hill. The resolution declared 
that the rt -sale of beer and light 
wines In restaurants would be fatal 
lu the workings of the Act and would 
simply mean that burs would come 
Into existence again, and urged that 
liquor be sold only at ttovernmeni 
stores in seah’d packages directly to 
the public. The fiuncan Counctl ex¬ 
pressed the fear that. If the sale of 
beer and wines In restaurants were 
iillowod the electors would become 
disgusted with Go\'ernment Control 
and the !*rovince would lapse back 
to "bone-dry"' prohibition. 

Chairman’s Opinion. 

“Personally I am in sympathy with 
the resolution hut 1 don't think it 
comes within the scot>e of our busi¬ 
ness and if we pass or reject It the 
Go\'ernment. In deciding one way or 
the other, would lay the onus of Its 
decision upon us." said .Mayor Me- 
Hardy as the convention agreed to 
sand the resolution to the Union 
members. 

Royal City Views. 

.Mayor Johnston, of New Westmin¬ 
ster, Introduced a resolution asking

Allied Leaders Confer 
Again on Reparations 


Londou. Fob. 28.—Premiers Lloyd George and Hriaud, Marshal 
Foch and PTeld-Marshal Sir Henry Wilaon. British Chief of Staff, 
returned to this city this morning from Chequers Court, the new 
country home of the British Prime Minister. They conferredl there 
yesterday regarding plans for the application lif economic; and 
military pressnre on Germany should that Government refuse to 
execute the reparations terms fixed by the Allied Supreme Council 
at Paris, and “were prepared for all contingencies" when they 
reached here to-day. 


Dr. Walter Simons, German Foreigm 
Minister, and other members of the 
German delegation to the reparations 
conference to be held here thia week, 
were expected to reach London to¬ 
night. The first Allled-Oerman 
meeting was fixed for Wednesday, 
but an inter-Allied conference on the 
reparationsi question was to be held 
at the British Foreign Office to-day 
according to The London Times. 

No Dicision. 

Marshal Foch said to-day that no 
decision was reached for using 
strong measures to compel Germany 
to yield on the reparations question. 
During Sunday the matter waa dis¬ 
cussed informally, he said, but no¬ 
thing could be decided without con¬ 
sulting the Jtallan aniJ Belgian 
delegates. 

Members of the Supreme Council 
expressed belief that nothing could 
be done until the Germans disclosed 
tbeir counter-proposals. 

Premier Brland said he had pass¬ 
ed an agreeable and Interesting 
week-end in which there had been a 
great deal of polittoal talk hit no 
decisions taken. 


“We are now nimply awaiting the 
arrival of the Germans,’’ he said. 

Two important members of the 
French Cabinet, M. Domer and M. 
Barthou wHl Join Premier Brland 
here to-morrow. 


A flispatch from l^ondun lost nlgbt 
said: 


The German Government has been 
notified tliat the principal points on 
the programme to bo discussed at 
the lx>odon conference (luting the 
coming week will be disarmament. 
»the punishment of war criminals 
and reparations. Disarmament may 
be the first subjsct to be takep up 
and MaJ.^Oen. von Schacht. the 
German Chief of Stuff and a mem- 
ber of the official d«l««AUon. is 
coming to London to answer the 
representations under this head. 


Among the forms of economic 
pressure which might be applied to 
Germany, now under discussion, is 
the setting up of new customs 
frontiers to separate occupied Ger¬ 
many from the remainder of the 
empire.

WAS WOUNDED 


GAPE TOl SCENE 
OF DISTURBANCE 


Colored Men Disorderly Dur¬ 
ing Haig's Visit 


London. Feb. 28.—(Canadian As- 
sooiuied Fre.ss)—Cupe Town toibles 
report that a mob at that place, 
composed mostly of colored men. 
caused a big disturbance following 
a reception of Earl Haig, who ar¬ 
rived recently to attend the Empire 
convention of ex-service men.

Significant Index. 

In commenting on Dr. Gltberl’s re¬ 
port Mr. Sloan said: "The relation, 
therefort*, of the proportion of 
grilse found In the catch of the year 
immediately preceding the big year 
runs show'n by Dr. Gilbert, appears 
to have been u significant and reli¬ 
able index of the sixe of the run in 
that year. That being so, the fact 
that in the catch of 1920 but three 
grilse were found In the nineteen 
hundred and fifty specimens exam¬ 
ined by him. w'holly agrees with the 
concIusUtn derived from the depart¬ 
ment reports of the conditions of the 
up-river spawning beds of the 
FVaser in 1917. The reports of that 
year, and I>. Gilbert's present paper 
forces me to the conclusion that the 
run of sockeye to .the I'>aser this 
year will, as he concludes, range it¬ 
self definitely with the lean years 
on that river, and that the former 
big years of the Fraser must now* 
i>e regarded wholly a thing of the 
past" 

"Dr. Gilbert's paper must. I think, 
impress the fishing interests of the 
Btate of Washington of the neces¬ 
sity of prf>mpt action, and that the 
methods that must be adopted to re¬ 
establish the runs to the Fraser, 
which in former big years were so 
profitable to them and our ow’n In- 
, lerests, wilt be equally successful in 
restoring the runs of the lean years.”

It is absolutely necessary to hold up before the | 
sinner the law which tells him that he is a sinner, before he will see tue 
necessity of a Saviour to atone for that sin. Ijet us consider for a mo¬ 
ment the dilemma we would find ourselves in were we to claim that the 
Ten Commandments were nailed to th^ cross, instead of the ‘handwriting 
of ordinances.’ (or ceremonial law) which Paul distinctly says in Col. ii.. 14 
was taken out of the way in that manner. If some one came to you. as an 
individual came to me the other day and said. 'There is no such thing as 
sin,' how would you meet that statement, if you have nailed to the cross 
the only law that tells what sin Is? Paul says. ‘Where no law is, there 
is no transgression.’ Horn. Iv.. li. If the law is abolished, that individual 
told the truth, ‘there is no .sin.’ The next logical belief is, if there Is no sin, 
there is no need of a Saviour: and there you have the teaching that is de¬ 
ceiving multitudes to-day. Oh Christians, awake! and heed the admonition 
of II Tim. II., 16, ‘rightly dividing the word of truth.’" 

To make these two laws stand %yt in strong contrast. Mr. Wood made 
the following comparison:

IMPERATOR BOUGHT 
BY CUNARD LINe! 


Ex-German Liner Now Prop¬ 
erty of Famous British 
Corporation 

New York. Feb. 28.—The former 
llamburg-American liner Imperator. 
one of the largest steamships afloat, 
had been purchased by the Cunard 
line, according to a cable received at 
the company's offices. 

This steamship, registering 62,200 
gross tons, was held during the war I 
in Hamburg, and after the armistice I 
sailed under the American flag, hav- | 
Ing been loaned to the United States ■ 
to repatriate troops. When this task 
was finished she was turned over 
here by the British Government, to 
which she was assigned by the re¬ 
parations commission, to the Cunard 
line. 

The ship will continue in the Cun¬ 
ard line New York-Cherbourg-South- 
amptun service. 

The Imperator is of 52.200 tons 
gross, with length of 919 feet, beam 
98 feet, depth 63 feet. She has al¬ 
ways received special attention be¬ 
cause of her large proportions and 
luxurious accommodation for passen¬ 
gers In all classes. 

. The first class accommodation In¬ 
cludes 141 private baths and showers, 
two Imperial suites, each consisting 
of six rooms with private verandas, 
also twelve state suites with two 
rooms and t>ath. also passenger ele¬ 
vators. The ballroom Is 75 by 65 feet. 
The Pompeiian bath is 65 by 41 feet. 

The Cunard line to-day. under 
cable instructions from abroad, an¬ 
nounced that commencing with the 
Imperator, which sailed from Liver¬ 
pool last Raturday. they would re¬ 
ceive by cable the name of every pre¬ 
paid passenger leaving Europe on 
their steamships, and that this infor¬ 
mation would be Immediately trans¬ 
mitted to the purchaser or agent on 
this continent. Under this arrange¬ 
ment the relative or friend of the 
passenger would know well in ad¬ 
vance of hla or her arrival al the Can¬ 
adian or United Htates port. 

ORDER ON marine”

For years it has been pro¬ 
ducing In abundance those prime 
necessities which the world demands 
and must still require. It has been 
paid substantially, and perhaps ex¬ 
travagantly, for what it has had to 
sell. In certain lines, such as wool, 
hides, skins, and one or two second¬ 
ary products, there has been a fairly 
heavy drop in prices, bringing the 
figures back somewhat to what should 
be considered normal, but cereals 
which are the real staples of Argen¬ 
tina give no sign of a collapse. Money 
has accumulated, and Is us free as 
It Is anywhere else. 

Few Bankrupteiee 

The export situation Is not as 
buoyant as formerly, due to lack of 
demand from abroad, but neverthe¬ 
less there is no evidence of any seri¬ 
ous setback, and most business men 
regard the stringency In exports as 
purely temporary. Outside of a 
limited number of concerns which 
; sprang into being during the war, 
and a'hose collapse might have been 
expected sooner or later, business In I 
general remains sound. Some hou.ses 
heavily . interested in exports have 
been hit by the depreciation of prices, 
but the final te.st of the general com¬ 
mercial health is to be found in the 
examination of the bankruptcy re¬ 
turns. In 1919 a record was estab¬ 
lished. the failures being lower Jhan 
in any previous year. During 19)0, 
nc serious change was noted.

BICYCLE LIGHTS. 


Retail Prices Show Sympathy 
With Spring Advent 


To the Editor:—Notice was given bi¬ 
cycle riders a few days ago that the 
hand of the law w*ould fall heavily on 
those who failed to carry lights at 
night. It sounds good to ray that a fine 
Is Imposed for the protection of the 
riders themselves, but it would sound 
Just as reasonable to demand that 
bicyollstn should have tail lights, as 
motor cars pass them from the rear 
about as often as they meet them under 
dangerous circumstances. I think it 
safe to state that no stailstica can be 
given to show that any greater percent¬ 
age of accidents occur from riding w’lth- 
out lights a^ night than occur in day¬ 
light. I have ridden a bicycle for 
twenty-five ye,irs and never found any 
l>eneflt from a light except on a country 
road, but the principal point I would 
like to bring to the attention of the 
authorities is the fact that much larger 
Kastern cities have long since rescinded 
the bicycle light by-law, if It ever really 
existed, possibly they have discovered 
some scheme of high financing that will 
more rapidly replenish the treasury than 
summoning the "capitalist’' bicycle 
rider into court to extract from him a 
lew of his easily earned dollars.
